THE CONVENTION.

The time and place of holding
tho eonyontion for the purpose of
naming tie coming men who shall
adminitter the affuivs of our State,
is a question which sghould” be at-
trueting the attention of our lend-
ing citizens at ‘this timo; not
should thoy dolay naction in tho
matier until necessity compels 4
hasty dispatch of the duty wh.wh
is devolved upon them in fixing
the locality atd designating tho
time In which this work is to bo
wnaumm_u{cd, We conceive thut
wo have tho right to nt least ex-
press our opinions on this subject,
and if our reasons, given in tho in-
terosts of having thom adopted, bo
both tangible and sufficient, wo ver-
tainly think the should not be
entirely rejectec by those into
whose hands the preliminary ar-
rangements for the oceasion have
been ontrusted,

Tho first thing to be conaidered
is the placo at which the conven-
tion should be beld, We think
that the city of Dallas hag as much
olaim to this distinction ns auy in
tho State, because of its importance
a8 o gront conter for this portion of
tho Stato, its facilities of casy ne-
coan from nll purts of the Common-
wealth, and lastly, becuuse of the
sanitary advantages it pOSSCAS
over any of our larger citiva on, or

. adjacent to, the senboard. ‘I'he
time should be fixed so as Lo meet
tho convenience of the people, tnd
80 arranged’ as to intericre ns little
a8 possible with the domestic in-
torests of the country. Wo can
pame no better month_in which
this desideratum could bo attained
than August, at which time the
harvests of the northern countics
will be all garnered, affording to
their substantial elements an nﬁ'
]'mﬂ.unil.y of discharging their pu
ie doty without entailing upon
them the necesrity of sacrificing
any ot the agricultural interests
which are slways imperative upon
the planter.

Shonld yollow fover, or any of the
epidemics which arensually import-
ed from tropical climes during
the summer months, provail
8t  Galveston or Houston—
and no one can predict with
any certainty that such will not
bo the cage—the convention would
bo o small affair, as many of the
dolegates would decline Lo endan
ger their livea by visiting a city
while a frighll‘uf epidemic wus
raging. Weo wanta full expression
of the people in tho seloction of their
ropresontative men, and would ex-
coedingly rogrot to see the Execu-
tive Committee designato n place
for the convention to which those
who are afraid of conlagious dis-
ensen would not.go. Awgnst ia the
best time for holding the conven
tion, o8 it comes before tho colton
is ready to pick and after the wheat
arop is harvested; but' unfortunate-
ly for our larger citics along the
const, itis just tha month in which
epidemica provail most fatally.

Furthermore, to namo Dallus ns
tho place of holding the conven-
tion, would afford the delegnten
from the southern and western por-
tion of the Btato nn opportunity of
visiting morthorn Texns, which
might ultimately tond to lossen the
Inbors incident to legislation upon
our peculinr wants and require
ments. Many of the rebrosentn-
tive mon from the southern and
western portions of the State are
entirely unacquainted with this
part of our great country, and con-

uently know nothing of the en-
terprises which aro daily attraoting

‘eapital to our midst and concen:
grating energics in building up a

gqtpw_ity which will ultimately
_be unparallelod anywhere on the

. eontinent.

‘We can ocaeily entertain every
ld:ul.?h and visitor who may at-
the convention, and in a style
which will astopish some of the
motgopolitan members who still
i ne that we are situated upon
the bordoers of civilization and are
constantly exposed to the invasions
of barbarous hordes, Our hotel
accommodntions sre sufficiently am-
ple to lodge and feed a thousand
men with comfort, and our public
halls large enongh to hold anequal
number and strong enough to with-

Fleawhero in our poper todny
will be fonnd o eammunication in
vegard to the Dallan and Withita
Railrond, whieh we celeere ns
worthy of mors than a maro nags-
ing noties. No ono acquainted
with the important frnl{s whick are
farnishad to o conntry by snecers.
fal railrond enterprises, can for one
moment question the valne which
this rond would ba to our cily.
Renching out into the finest min-
eral reotion in our State, it would
bring to ne vast quantities of riches
which the sturdy yeomanry now
sottling the Pan-handle vegi n are
dally digging feom the bowels of
the enrth.  In connection with the
Southenstorn road, it wonld giveto
our ity n deablo fmporiance, both
for its freights and its valuable
conncetion with other roads conter-
ing nt this point.  The timber: of
the sontheast and tho minerals
from the northwest wonld meet at
Dillas, and afford to manufselurers
the wery hest of facilities for sup-
plying all the domestic wants of
tho country.

As we have predicted, the end
of the Madeo war Is virtually at
b, The head and fropt of this
litto border offonding is now a
Prisonegin the hands of the Fed-
oril poldigry, Tt in the kame old
story, the snmo conclusion whick
hietory hns entablished before in
similar inaiances, where great re.
soureesn and limitless mensures
have heen at the disporal of nu-
merical strongth ehjgaged in
contost with inferfor quantitios and
innignifieant equipments,  Capt,
Jack has made his mark howevor
ni n warrior, and one of which he
and hie tribe may be justly proud.
With his handful of anlutored
bravea ho has held at bay the in.
vincible hnsts of tho “hest govern-
moent under the heavens,” bafiling
and beating thom in avery engnge.
ment, nntil his ranks were so com-
pletely decimated as to render fur-
ther opposition’ nol only useless
but foolish in the exireme. His
daring intrepidity, his quick do-
scent and supcessful retreat, estab.
lish him in the scale of military
mon as no ordinary character, His
truo statns as a chicftain and par-
tisan leader will never be properly
apprecintod, howevor, if the fula-
gious reporta of colemporancous
history can effect the suppression
of the true accounts of his achieve-
ments, The legondary stories of
Indian warfare have been fhith-
fully portrayed as susceptible of
erodenide in Capt, Juck's rebellion,
und if ho has done nothing more
tlrin assassinating o Federal gen-
orul nnd slaughtering a few scoro
of his followers, he has done enongh’
in that to elevate the standard of
rorpoct which the civilized world
should entertain for his race.

TROUBLE IN 1HE INDIAN TER-
RITORY.

From the Fort Smith Herald of
the 31st ult., wo glean accounts of
tho late difficulty which ocearred
at Caddo, n few days ngo, between
the United States Marshal and the
gang of outlaws who had fortified
thomselves there for no other pur-
poso than to violate the laws, The
lnst reports had goncerning the
affaic wore decidedly satisfactory,
and in this instance, at least, illus.
trated the strength of the army as
being oll sufficient for the suppres-
sion of the young vebellion inau-
garated by the desperndoes who
chose to establish their theater of
war in the Indian country. Itap-
pears that these wild lellows
Athonght to engage in the whiskey
business, the salo of which article
in prohibited izn the Indinn Terrvi-
tory by law, Not having the nee-
esmary funds with which to mako
their first purchase, they adopted
the nltornative of stealing it from
tho railrodd, This they did ina
a vory bold manner, protecting
themaglves and tlicir booly with
the improved firearms they usually
carry abont them, and in the nse
of which they are said to be ex-
ceedingly export,

Thus started in their unlawful
business, thoy soon drove a good
wrade with the teamsters and In-
dians in the surrounding country,
and not wishing to allow so great
prosperity as followed their entor-
prise te be taken from them with.
out an effort to suve it, they offered
u manly rosistance to tho Marshal,
who told them that they were his
prisoners, nnd as sush must follow
him to the nearcst Federgl Commis-
sioner, there to stund an examina
tion touching the offences with
which boe charged  thom, They
didn’t seo it in that light, and so
informed the officer, who immedi-
utely appreviated the belplessness
of his situntion,, and telegraphod
for troops. When Lhoy arrived,
the lurgor purt of the outlaws had
gone where no warrant can reach
thom, A fow of them surrendered,
and thus ended the affair about
which a good many reports haved
obtained.

The pootical editor of the Virks-
burg Herald, perpetrated the above
line, in his efforts o arouse the peo-
ple of that eity, whero the cholers
has been raging with & good deal
of fatality -to the importance of
keeping the city in'n cleanly con-
dition, and we adopt themas being
entirely appropriate to Dallas.
Our citizens are entirelyjio derelict
